Ohurles McOioud, the young man 


believed to bo responsible for the death 
of Sarah E. Waldron at Kittery Point 
oil Tuesday evening last, iB thought to 
be breaking down, and it would not 
surprise the authorities if ho confesced 
before Saturday night, or very soon, in 
fact. 


The coroner's jury and the county at- 


torney are collecting a mass of evidence 
that tends to connect him with the terri- 
ble crime, while ho has not. produced 
the least circumstance that goes in his 
favor. 


He has made a damaging confession 


to Deputy Sheriff Jefferson T. Lowiw. 
McOioud 
told this ollieml 
that ho 


hardly knows just what ho did do on 
Tuesday night after he left the cur at, 
Hatching's corner. 
McCloud told the 


sheriff: "I can't tell where I was until 3 
o clock the next morning. 
I guess I 


have laid down in the road and gone to 
sleep." 


All suspicion against Tony Gerry and 


Pasquale Charicho, the two Italians 
who were taken into custody, has been 
removed and they were allowed to go at 
Ilittery Point this noon. 
A happier 


man than the latter would have been 
hard to find in the town. He took off 
his hat and shook hands with all the 
persons he has been brought into com- 
pany with since his detention. He will 
start for Italy soon. 


The stained clothing, the hair found 


on his clothes, the fast that the coat, 
vest and jacket had been apparently 
washed when taken by the officers, the 
shoes that had been scraped, McOloud's 
arrival home at three o'clock in the 
morning after the mnrder had been 
committed, the fact that a responsible 
person saw a man who looked like Mc- 
Cloud getting home at that time, the 
empty whiskey bottle, which be pur- 
chased, fall of liquor at Portsmouth, the 
fact that he said he was "going back to 
meet Sadie," his inability to give the 
least substantial account of himself 
after he did get off the car—all of this 
circumstances form a very strong chain 
of evidence for the state. 


McCloud's wife, who is not a bad 


looking young woman, apparently is 
trying to tell the troth, and what she 
has to say doea not help her husband in 
the least. She cannot tell what time it 
was when he came home. She says he 
took off all his clothes except a shirt, 
down stairs, before he came to bed, and 
that he was down stairs a long time, bat 
she thought he wan eating a lunch. 8he 
cannot toll Jwhother it was past mid- 
night or not, bat she thinks it mast 
have been late, for ahe had been, to 
sleep a long time before her hnsbanc 
came.

Warren E. Wilaon, who ia ono of tli 


section men who worked with Mc- 
Cloud, who was ashed about McOloud's 
talk, if he made any the next morning; 
Capt. Henry A. Harden of the ferryboat 
Kittery, who saw McCloud and the 
Waldron woman on the ferryboat and 
the car on the night of the murder, and 
Conductor Williard Emery, who told 
farther about wnat McCloud said when 
he got aff the car. All of the evidence 
was satisfactory to the county attorney. 


It is expected that the verdict of the

mance of the old days, when pirates 
and slavers sailed the Spanish main. 
was the story told litre by the thirteen 
abducted leaders of the striking cigar 
makers of Tampa, Fla., on their return 
from exile. The men, who composed 
the central committee of the Hesisten- 
i-ia union of Tampa, arrived here on a 
Email fruit schooner, the Gertrude, of 
this port. Marooned on a barren, unin- 
habited isle off tlu- coast cf Honduras. 
they Imd by an unexpected turn of for- 
tune escaped death from exposure and 
starvation and made their way to civ- 
ilization and safety. They believe it 
was the intention of their captor.-, that 
they should never return from exile. 


The authorities at Washington ha\o 


instructed the I'nited States district at- 
torney at Jacksonville, Fla.. to- make an 
investigation of the mutter. Sworn dep- 
ositions of the men taken before federal 
oIlicluiH have been mailed to Washing- 
ton.

The party consisted of six Spaniards, 


six Cubans and one Englishman. The

London, Sept. 0.—A dispatch to The 


Times from Vienna says the French 
government's course iu the dispute 
with Turkey meets with the approval 
of a majority of the powers and also 
of public opinion in Europe. 


The dispatch adds that the sultan's 


overweening infatuation dates from the 
pan-Islamic agitation following the Ar- 
menian massacres live years ago. He 
then impressed upon his Moslem sub- 
jects that the powei's were afraid to in- 
terfere, Pan-Islamism was further en- 
couraged by the visit of Kmperor Wil- 
liam to Constantinople. - Tlie idea of a 
Moslem mission to China profoundly 
Impressed Mohammedans. Tlie sultan 
Is said to be dominated by an absorb- 
ing idea of pan-lslanilsin. 


Powers having Mohammedan sub- 


jects an; pleased with the vigorous 
course France has taken. They believe 
that the rupture of diplomatic relations 
between France and Turkey will serve 
as a warning. 


The Paris correspondent of The 


Times say* rumors that troops have 
been ordered ti> Turkey from Toulon 
are not taken seriously in the capital. 


The Temps in an Inspired communi 


cation suggests that the fact that the 
sultan at livst apparently yielded to tlie 
pressure eierci.sed by France wus due 
to the announcement that a French 
fleet \viis approaching Ottoman waters. 
Instead of going there the tieet return- 
ed to Toulon for the maneuvers and re- 
view, and the sultan then receded from 
tlie position he had taken.

Symptoms of 
concussion of the brain developed, and 
a slight paralysis of the left arm and 
side appeared. Dr. De Maree would 
not state how serious he thought the 
wound might prove, but Intimated that 
he considered his condition serious. 


Colonel J. K. Dixon. assistant adju- 


tant general under the administration 
of former Governor Taylor, who had 
just returned from eastern Kentucky, 
where he collected considerable money 
for the defense of both Powers and 
Howard, was in the room with the 
men at the time of the trouble. A con- 
troversy between the two men arose 
as to a division of the money'.

land of milk and honey for the lady trav- 
eler, yet Mrs. Bent did not seem to think 
it marvelous that she was alive to tell 
the tale. 


"Our mission took us quite off the beat- 


en track," she said, ''and the meeting 
with the wild, wandering tribes thut 
abound in the west of Persia was of daily 
occurrence, but we had the protection of 
the shah, who ordered the secretary of 
his grand vizier to accompany us.

It was a most interesting 
Journey, performed at the rate of about 
20 miles a day. Our food, beds, tables 
mid chairs we carried with us, and, of 
course, a cook. .We slept where we could." 


Costume* of French Children. 


Children in France are simply dressed. 


"Satin and sealskins," so common in 
America for children even of moderately 
wealthy parents, are never seen on 
French children. Little girls tire dressed 
in lawns, mulls or cashuierps which may 
be exquisitely embroidered, but are never 
showy, and boys iu cloth, linen or velvet. 
Urout attention is paid to the minor de- 
tails of their dress. Children in France 
all wear short socks, appearing just above 
their shoe tops, while the rest of the leg is 
bare. Their shoes are usually in light col- 
ors and the tops of their socks in gay 
plaids or other designs, which give to 
their feet and limbs a dressy appearance. 


Their hats are always picturesque, cop- 


ied in many instances from old pictures. 
Anything stiff is carefully avoided, and 
tots of 'S wear gloves to mat^h their dress- 
es or suits even when at play. It is this 
ensemble which gives French children 
their dressy appearance. Little bojs' 
clothes are made quite different from 
those for the small boy in America. 
Their trousers arc gathered in at the 
knee, nnd their coats are lonp, with belts 
and buckles, and a luxury in ve^t, collars 
nnd cuffs, which are often baud embroid- 
ered in marvelous designs. The way of 
dressing little boys in France is even 
more picturesque than that of the littlu 
girls, yet the differences are not enor- 
mous from the American fashions for 
children and may he easily copied.

Statistics of New Hampshire and oth- 


er farm states tell an amazing tale, of the 
women wlTo have been conquered by the 
deadly monotony of their lives. Cases of 
insanity have been so frequent as to claim 
public attention and invite an investiga- 
tion, and it was found that living far 
from neighbors, thereby being cut off 
from sociiil intercourse and having no in- 
terests outside of tho weary round of 
household duties, had turned the brains 
of many of the women, generally young 
wives who had thoughtlessly accepted the 
fate without realizing much beyond the 
affection that they conceived for the good 
looking young tillers of the soil. 


There is nothing liko a hobby to keep 


men and women up to the treadmill 
which sums up human life. All extraor- 
dinary workers have felt this instinctive- 
ly and turned to somo one pursuit for 
recreation, something entirely foreign to 
the principal interest of life. It has serv- 
ed to keep them healthy mentally and has 
given them greater power of endurance. 


Housework has been the bane of femi- 


nine existence for years. It was to relieve 
the monotony that clubs came into be- 
ing, and they were welcomed with such 
cordiality that the home life came to suf- 
fer through them. The women became 
club mad and joined everything in sight 
until the monotony of club meetings ad- 
justed matters to the satisfaction of ev- 
erybody. Housekeeping is still a matter 
Df routine—it must always he—but its mo- 
notony has been broken up by the good 
. sense of women who have the club libra- 
ries, magazines suited to their needs and 
hobbies to ride, in or out of public. 


Those Gentle Ancestrecisea. 


It is pleasant to see that as the phys- 


ical development of woman is going for- 
ward rapidly it is not ridden by a coarse 
brutality of the kind that makes prize- 
fighting. Indeed, it seems that if the 
present boom for athletics for women had 
come two centuries ago there might have 
been some danger of prizefighting shows 
being given on a large scale by the fair 
sex.

It 
was to prevent their scratching, for if 
they so much as opened their hands to do 
so they dropped their half crowns and 
forfeited the battle.

' Dynamite. 


One of the peculiar actions of dynu- 


mito as compared to other explosives Is 
that its action Is downward. 
Often 


when in a quarry it is desired to break 
a huge" rock quickly a cartridge of dy- 
namite is simply placed on top of the 
ruck and after being covered with a lit- 
tle heup of earth Is set off. The rock la 
split into a number of pieces. Were 
black powder heaped on a rock In the 
same way tho heap of dirt on. top 
would simply be blown away, leaving 
the rock unharmed. This downward 
action of dynamite makes it at onee- 
the most useful and the most powerful 
of explosives known. 


I once assisted at a number of exper- 


iments at the- Stevens institute, it be- 
ing desired to prove the downward ac- 
tion of dynamite and its incredible 
force. A number of blocks of iron six 
Inches iu diameter and three inches 
thick were practiced upon. Au ordi- 
nary newspaper was spread over one 
of the blocks. 
A cartridge of dyna- 


mite was placed on top of the paper, 
and after being connected with a fuse 
and covered with a heap of dirt the 
charge was set off. 


When the block Avas examined after i 


the explosion, the print of the paper 
was distinctly impressed into the stir- 
face of the iron. The reason was that 
the paper where the printer's ink hud 
touched It was harder than the rest of 
the paper, and by the incredibly hard 
and sudden blow struck by the dyna- 
mite the imprint of the shape of the 
letters was made as plainly on the Iron 
as if it had been cheese. A similar ex- 
periment was then made with an ordi- 
nary oak leaf, and the outline of the 
leaf, ribs aud all, were gouged into the 
Iron. Both of those blocks of iron are 
u the museum attached to tho insti- 


te.—New York Times.

An interesting; story of how General 


Henry W. Lawton received coiuniaad 
of the detachments which wore asslgu- 
cd by General Miles to capture Geroni- 
mo and Natchez and their Apaches was 
told In the army building recently. 


General Miles, it seems, had made up 


his mind to send out a detachment of 
Infantry and a. detachment of cavalry 
with orders uot to return until Geroul- 
mo was, cither-killed or captured. The 
orders had not been issued, but it was 
quite generally known throughout the 
department of the west that such a 
move was contemplated. Every officer 
who was iu any way ambition? was 
aching for a chance to head the expedi- 
tion, but no hint as to who would be 
Chosen could be obtained. 


It was known, however, that if a field 


officer was not appointed to command 
tiio two detachments General Miles 
would assign a. cavalry oflicer to the 
post of honor. There was no chance 
that au infantry oflicer would be cho- 
sen. 
Meanwhile word had come that 


Gcroiilmo had crossed over the line in- 
to Mexico. 
At that time the United 


States government had an agreement i 
with Mexico whereby the armies of el- j 
ther nutlpn •when pursuing a hot trail ( 
might, cross the line nnd enter either j 
country- They were also at liberty to 
carry prisoners back to the respective j 
countries. 
| 


Before ordering out his expedition j 


General Miles, accompanied by Major j 
Amos S. Kimball, set out for a small i 
town on the Mexican border, where he 
met the governor of the Mexican prov- 
liico Into which Geronlmo had entered, i 
The conference was satisfactory, and | 
General Miles on his return to head- 
quarters stopped over at Fort Iluacliu- 
ca, where the Fourth cavalry was sta- 
tioned. The general was entertained 
by the colonel of the regiment, and Ma- 
jor Kimball put up In Captain Law-j 
ton's quarters. But little sleep he got ' 
that night, for Lawton wanted to com- j 
luund that expedition, and be declared |

sunshine and seasonably high temper- 
ature. The weather has been most fa- 
vorable for tbe maturing and ripeninc: 
of fruit, grain and gras^, and their bar- 
vesting. In parts of Connecticut there 
is some complaint of excessive moisture 
causing mildew and injury to vegetable 
and other crops on low ground, but 
with this exception the ground is in ex 
cellent condition for farm work and 
crops. 
In parts of Maine plowing for 


iall crops has commenced. 


Corn continues to make an excellent 


growth, and all correspondents report 
it to bo in tho finest condition, and taut 
the crop will be large. 
Picking and 


canning of sweet corn has commenced 
in Maine, New Hampshire and Ver 
mont, and the crop is of excellent quali- 
ty. 
Field corn has commenced to 


harden; some fields have been cut and 
shocked and others will be soon. 
En- 


silage corn has made an enormous 
growth, and its cutting and filling of 
silos has been begun in many parts of 
tbe section. Wheat has been harvested 
in an excellent condition in Aroostook 
county, Me. Oats are reported to bo a 
light to fair crop. 


Cutting and curing oi tho eooond 


crop of grass lias been general during 
tho week, and with few exceptions it is 
reported to bo u heavy crop. 
Grass 


lands and pastures are green and in 
go,)d condition. Fall feed and past- 
urago are good, and stock are in excel 
lent condition. No complaint of grass 
hoppers ban been mado except in Sulli 
van county, whore tboy are reported to 
have canned considerable damage on 
grass. 


Apples continue to drop badly; nearly 


all reports state that they are wormy 
and will bo a light crop. Peaches are 
now rotting badly in Connecticut from 
tbe effects of the cloudy, loggy, humid 
weather of the preceding week; there 
will be much JobH from brown rot, and 
the crop will bo less than expected. 
In 


other parts of New England where, 
peaches are grown the reports are fnvor 
able. I'lunifl and pears are reported to 
be a light to fair crop, although in 
parts of the section tbeie w complaint 
of rot in plums and also in grapes. 


The potato crop in generally reported 


to bo light, aUhough reports vary to 
some extent. In some sections there IB 
little or no rust or rot; in others, potu 
toes arc rusting badly. In Aroostook 
county, Me., potatoes ate reported to 
be of good HIM and lino quality. Onions 
and celery are fair to good; melons and 
Hijuaslies have been injured by blight.

One afternoon in 1838 Mr. Wain- 


wright sat on the bank of Exeter river 
near the mill penstock, llshing for eelf.

Lite in the afternoon he noticed

SNAKE'S TASTE IN MUSIC. 


The use of gas to make the hair grow

|the gas. It was soon noticed that on 
that part of the arm that was unaf- 
fected by the disease the growth of 
'hair waa much stimulated, and this 
naturally suggested' oxygen as a cure 
for baldness. 
Is The first experiment was mado upon 
a woman who had completely lost her 
hair, and It was found that after a few 
{weeks' treatment there .was Quito a

One ol Chopin'* Noctnrnen. 


"During our first year in Colorado," 


said the ox-ranchman's wife, "my daugh- 
ter and myself were desperately lone- 
Bome, and tor the girl's sake more than 
for my own I uigcd my husband to try 
his utmost iini! get a piano brought there. 
A Colorado ranch was then much fur- 
ther from any point of civilization than 
it is today, and for a long time the feat 
seemed hopeless, but at last, after long;

"My daughter had a fairly good rnu- 


sienl education before we went to the 
ranch, and after the ariivnl of the piano 
she spent all her leisure time at it.

Chopin, is my 
favoiite among the composers. \Vhile I 
aut there listening intently, my elbow 
rchtiug on a table beside me and my head 
on my hand, I felt myself impelled to go 
to the window and look out I had heard 
no sound, everything was as still as 
death, hut there was just a consciousness 
that something was outside. 


"I moved cautiously, peered out slowly 


and drew back suddenly. A huge snake 
was coiled up close under the window. 
Its body was, perfectly still, its head 
poised ia a listening attitude and swaying 
slightly from side to side, as if in rhyth- 
mic movement with the music. I did not 
see this all at once. I took in the situa- 
tion after I retuined to the window and 
stood there watching the creature out of 
range of his eye and wondering if my 
presence would make itself felt and di- 
vert its inteiest from the music. But no; 
I don't believe even speech would have 
broken the spell. The creature seemed 
dazed, entranced, fascinated! 


"After watching him for a time I went 


quietly over to my daughter and without 
startling her by so much as a hint of my 
strange discovery I asked her to desist 
for a few moments from the minor and 
semi-weird notes she -was playing and 
strike into one or two lively airs. She 
did s>o, while I returned and watched the 
reptile. 


"After a couple of minutes of the rat- 


tling music the snake began, to grow rest- 
ive. It reared its head, beat it from side 
to side and showed other symptoms ol 
restlessness or anger. Tbe music kept 
on; the snake began to writhe and shiver 
as if in distress; finally it uncoiled and 
glided away out of sight in the under- 
brush. 


'"When I told my discovery to the male 


portion ol the family, they were all ready 
to watch for that snake and kill him at 
the first opportunity, but I forbade that. 
I desired to make a further study ol his 
love of music, and I did so. I prepared 
my daughter to look for his advent again, 
and his snakeship did not disappoint us. 
Again and again we -watched him creep 
to his musical rendezvous, and again and 
again we tested the quality of his mu- 
sical tastes. We proved beyond the 
shadow of a doubt that low, -sweet music, 
minor, sad or weird notes, fascinated that 
snake, and that anything lively or noisy 
repelled him. 


"I grew positively interested in the 


study and even found myself bestowing 
a sort of human pity on the reptile, but 
it resulted in no good, for the other mem- 
bers of the family did not share my feel- 
ings, and I must finish my story by say- 
ing that the creature's love for Chopin's 
nocturnes cost him his life during one of 
his visits under our window."—New York 
Sun.

This 
etl to the discovery that by throwing 
binoxide of sodium in small quantities 
nto water in a hermetically sealed 
•essel a sufficient quantity of oxygen 
vas disengaged for respiration, while 
he soda simultaneously," formed fixed 
he expired oarbonic acid of the air, 
id that at the same time a destruc- 
ion by oxidation of the toxins in the 
gas from the lungs took place.

The apparatus is composed of throe 


distinct parts 
combined into one. 


There is a prismatic stool box to con- 
tain aud distribute tbo binoxide of 
si'dium as it may bo requirod, which Is 
divided into compartments by ten hori- 
zontal shelves, one above the other. 
Kauh of the«e carries a supply of the 
chemical. With them there Is connect- 
ed a clockwork movement which 
causes each one to tilt Iu succession nt 
de-Unite intervals of time. This causes 
the contents to fall into a cubical steel 
box containing water, and a small fan 
actuated by an electric motor operated 
by accumulators produces a continuous 
circulation of the vitiated and regener- 
ated air in the apparatus and in the 
small space inclosing the subject. As 
the air becomes somewhat heated in 
the process of its regeneration it is 
made to pass in its exit through a rc- 
f i igeratory, which reduces It to its nor- 
mal temperature. 


The Kitsora Oil Lamp. 


The Kitson oil lamp, which soems to 


be meeting with some favor in London, 
Portland place being now lighted by 
means of it, uses petroleum stored in 
cylinders partly filled with air under 
40 or 50 pounds pressure. From the 
cylinder n narrow bore copper pipe is 
carried to a vaporizing tube over the 
burners. 
When tho cock is opened 


and the burner lighted, tho oil and air 
which are forced by the pressure Into 
the heated vaporizer are vaporized and 
are then burned as a gas for heating an 
ordinary incandescent mantle—like the 
"\Velsbaoli, for instance. The makers 
claim that the Kitson lamp is for equal 
raiullc power the cheapest form of il- 
lumination known.
